AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE 

REMOVAL OF MEMBERS OF THE FORT WAYNE 

POLICE OR FIRE DEPARTMENT FROM UPPER 

LEVEL POLICYMAKING POSITIONS. 

WHEREAS, State law provides that the Mayor may 
remove members of the Fort Wayne Police and Fire 
Departments from upper level policymaking positions 
provided the member is not reduced to a rank below that 
which he held before his appointment to the upper level 
policymaking position; 

WHEREAS, some confusion exists as to whether 
prior actions of this Council, particularly with regard 
to the Fire Department, have limited this statutory 
authority of the Mayor; 

WHEREAS, the Common Council desires to 
eliminate any such confusion. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. There is added to the Fort Wayne 
City Code a new Section 34.08 to read as follows: 

"Section 34.08 UPPER LEVEL POLICYMAKING POSITIONS. 
(A) "Upper Level Policymaking Positions" 
shall mean the Police Chief and the two (2) 
ranks below Police Chief. 

(B) The Mayor may reduce in rank any member 
of the Police Department who holds an upper 
level policymaking position, as provided in 
I.C. 36-8-3-49(m), provided that the member is 
not reduced to a rank below that which he held 
before his appointment to the upper level 
policymaking position." 

SECTION 2. There is added to the Fort Wayne 
City Code a new Section 35.01 to read as follows: 


"Section 35.01. UPPER LEVEL POLICYMAKING 


POSITIONS. 
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(A) "Upper Level Policymaking Positions" 
shall mean the Fire Chief and the two (2) 
ranks below Fire Chief. 

(B) The Mayor may reduce in rank any member 
of the Fire Department who holds an upper 
level policymaking position, as provided in 
I.C. 36-8-3-4(m), provided that the member is 
not reduced to a rank below that which he held 
before his appointment to the upper level 
policymaking position." 

SECTION 3. All ordinances previously adopted 
that are in conflict with this ordinance are hereby 
expressly repealed. 

SECTION 4. That this Ordinance shall be in 
full force and effect from and after its passage and any
